The ZS3 Sprint, which will be run from 14:00 to 15:00 UTC on Sunday 6 May, is run to 
promote contacts between radio amateurs in the Northern Cape and radio amateurs in Southern 
African countries. It is a phone and CW contest on the 40-metre band, and the exchange is 
RS(T) and provincial or country abbreviation. 

ZS3 stations will earn 1 point for a QSO from ZS3 and 2 points for a QSO from other 
ZS call areas or Southern African countries. Other stations will earn 2 points for a QSO witha 
station in ZS3 and 1 point for a QSO with a station outside ZS3. Contacts with the Northern 
Cape ARC, ZS3NC, Namaqualand Aero Sport Association, ZS3FLY, or the Kalahari Karoo ARC, 
ZS3ARK, are worth 5 points each. Only one contact per station is allowed. 

Log sheets must be submitted by 13 May and can be sent to ZS3 Sprint, PO Box 1049, 
Kathu, 8446 or by e-mail to zs3nc@qsl.net.
